HYACINTHS. 


i 


The Hyacinru is one of the most beautiful of the winter or early spring flower- 
ing-bulbous rooted plants, and is easily cultivated. It is especially adapted for 
house culture in various ways, growing readily either in sand, moss, water or 
earth, in pots, glasses or baskets, producing as beautiful spikes of flowers as when 
grown in the open ground. 

The preferable season for planting HyACINTHSs in the open ground, is in October 
and November, but they can be set out at any later time, as long as the ground is 
open and the bulbs remain sound. For pots, Hyacinth glasses, vases, baskets, 
&c., in the house, they may be planted from the first of September until Christmas. 


CULTURE IN BEDS OR BORDERS. 

The best compost for the bulbs is the following: One third river or sea sand, 
one-third well rotted cow manure, and one-third good garden mould. If the 
ground is not suitable, it can be easily made so by turning it over and well mix- 
ing to the depth of eighteen or twenty inches, adding at the same time, if neces- 
sary, plenty of sand and rich fine manure, in this way making it rich and porous, 
so as toallow water to pass through it freely. The HyacinTH requires an abundance 
of waver at the root, but not in immediate contact with the bulb, therefore a free 
drainage through the soil is essential to carry off an excess of wet during winter 
and spring. The beds should be elevated about four inches above the surrounding 
walks, and a little convex to shed off heavy rains. Plant the bulbs about four 
inches deep, and six or eight inches apart. Before the ground freezes cover the 
beds with leaves, long litter, hay or straw manure to the depth of about four inches, 
to prevent frost from penetrating to the bulbs. This covering should be removed 
in the spring before the bulbs shoot through the surface, and the bed neatly 


dressed over, 
CULTURE IN POTS. 


For the culture of HyAcinrus in pots, prepare the above compost, adding, if 
possible, a quantity of leaf mould. The size of the pot depends upon the number of 
bulbs planted in a single one: three or four bulbs in a pot of six or seven inches 
in diameter, has a rich and massive effect, one or two bulbs in each may be planted 
in proportionately smaller pots — two bulbs in each is very effective and generally 
preferred. In potting, each’ bulb should remain two-thirds above the surface of 
the soil; when thus planted, water them well to embed the bulbs’ firmly within 
the soil, allowing them to remain in this condition for one or two days; then bury 
the pots in the open ground, to the depth of six inches, for six weeks, in which 
position the preparatory root growth is made, necessary to a vigorous development 
of their flower scapes. After the period adverted to, take up the pots and remove 
them to a greenhouse, or room where fire is usually made, care being taken to 
screen the leaf-growth made in darkness for a few days after being disembedded. 
They will need moderate, occasional watering, until they begin to grow, when 
they should have an abundance of air in mild weather, and plenty of water from 
the saucers whilst in a growing state. 


CULTURE IN GLASSES. 

The bulbs should be so placed that only the base of each touch the water, then 
place them, for the first three or four weeks, in a dark but cool closet or room, to 
promote the shooting of the roots, as it is essential that they should be well grown 
before the leaves appear,and the exclusion from light and heat will have this 
effect, after which expose them to the light and air as much as possible; soft 
water, rain or pond, is preferable. Keep a small lump of charcoal at the bottom 
of the glass, and it will not be necessary to change the water oftener than once in 
three weeks, taking care to keep the glass filled up, as the level sinks by the 
evaporation and feeding of the roots. In changing it, draw the roots entirely out 
of the glass, rinsing off the fibres in clean water, and wash the inside of the glass 
well. The water should never be allowed to freeze, as it would not only burst 
the glass, but cause the fibres to decay,

Those who are only acquainted with the few 
varieties, that were usually supplied from European collections in times past, can 
form no idea of the improvements thit have been made in them by the Dutch 
Cultivators; almost every variety and shade of color is now in them that was 
formerly to be found only in the oldest sorts of Florists’ varieties.

Set the early flowering kinds five 
inches apart, and the /ate varieties six inches. Cover two or three inches deep.
